In 1943, Hagar was pro¬ 
moted to assistant rnanager 
of the company’s entire tele¬ 
phone operations which had 
been enlarged by the merg¬ 
ing of properties in Mon¬ 
rovia, Sierra Madre and 
San Fernando.

In Ala¬ 
bama we didn’t even have a 
rub-board. We put the soapy 
clothes on a big stump and 
beat ’em with the battle- 
axe. And starching and 
ironing . . .with those hor¬ 
rid irons ... all those pet¬ 
ticoats. Love and kisses to 
the Bright Guys who invent¬ 
ed washers, dryers and no¬ 
iron drip-dries! Cooki n g 
wasn’t a snap. Plenty of 
wood in Alabama but in the 
I. T. country at times we 
had to cook with corncobs. 
Farther out on the prairie it 
was cow chips. I prefer our 
electric range. 

Ray said, "Hon, what do 
you want for your birth¬ 
day?” I replied, “A new re¬ 
frigerator, an electric meat 
grinder, a hair dryer, a trip 
to Hawaii . . . and ...” He 
paled but came up with, 
“Why not? You’re old only 
once.” This new fridge is a 
chunk of elegance. Much 
better than our springhouse 
that straddled the stream. 

' ' And how about these 
wonderful paper products? 
How did we ever live with- 
out them? How did we man¬ 
age colds and sniffles? The 
only paper products we had 
were an occasional news¬ 
paper and the mail-order 
catalogs. Going to see 
Grandma in the wagon, over

rough roads, was a Jolting 
experience. I remember with 
fondness the pokey. Iron 
Horse. It was an adventure 
to ride In the cab with the 
engineer and fireman.

Available 
April 21 

The Los Angeles County 
Health Department is now 
making it easier for mothers 
of children of pre-school age 
to get them immunized 
against diphtheria, whoop¬ 
ing cough, tetanus, and 
polio, it was announced re¬ 
cently by Dr. Chester C. Bur- 
ski, Monrovia D i s t rict 
Health Officer. 

In cooperation with the 
Pasadena School Distri c t, 
the County Health Depart¬ 
ment will offer free im¬ 
munizations against these 
dangerous diseases to chil¬ 
dren 2 months of age to the 
first grade level at special 
neighborhood Immunization 
clinics. It will be open to 
all pre-schoolers in the 
school district who are ac¬ 
companied by their parent 
or guardian. Immunizations 
will be given by Health De¬ 
partment staff. 

According to Dr. Burski, 
the importance of pr<^r 
and adequate immunization 
for children cannot be over¬ 
emphasized. 

In Sierra Madre, the clinic 
will be held Thursday, April 
21, 9:30 to 11 a.m., at Sierra 
Mesa School, 160 N. Canon 
Blvd., Sierra Madre. 

The newly innovated pre¬ 
school immunization clinics 
are an outgrowth of an In¬ 
tensive Vaccination Project 
undertaken by the Los An¬ 
geles County Health Depart¬ 
ment i n October, 1964, 
through a Federal grant. 
Purpose of the special pre¬ 
school clinics is to make it 
more convenient for mothers 
of pre-school children to 
have them immunized. I*re- 
viously, these mothers had 
to take their children to the 
County Health Center for 
shots. 

Parents are urged to bring 
complete health immuniza¬ 
tion records of each child to 
be immunized, if available.
